diplomats. 

The announcement was of a mul- 
tiple voting plan to be decided at 
the San Francisco conference, with 
the British Empire receiving 6 
votes, 1 for each of its component 
parts; Russia, 3 votes, 1 for the 
Soviet Union and 1 each for the 
White Russian and Ukranian So- 
viet Republics and the United 
States 1 vote. 


, This war, with its global fronts 
and global weapons, has cured the 
United States of isolationisn but 
with recurring attacks of gasping 
“realism” a relapse is possible, a 
relapse with complications that 
would be tragic for this nation and 
for the world. 


International understanding in- 
volves more than the free ex- 
change of inventions, economic 
supplies, ideas and ideals, with the 
partnership formed in war, con- 
tinuing as a working partnership 
of peace. 

It is so be remembered that the 
San Francisco Security Conference 
if not a final peace conference, 
but by way of a “constitutional 
convention.” The numbers question 
will be one of the problems to be 
decided but it must not become a 
numbers racket, a gamble for 


high stakes of peace and civili- 
zation.

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Biography In Miniature 


EUGENE FOLSOM 


In 1648, the first of Eugene Fol- 
som’s ancestors came to this coun- 
try from England. They landed in 
New England aiid settled in Maine 
where many of their descendents 
still live. Eugene is not at all in- 
terested in his English ancestry, 
but he is extremely proud of his 
Yankee blood. 

The name was originally Fols- 
ham, but in time was changed to 
its present form—Folsom. Some 
three centuries ago, one of his male 
ancestors started a record of births, 
marriages and deaths in the direct 
family line. This record which has 
grown to a book of considerable 
size, is still in existance and each 
20 years or so, it is brought to date 
by the oldest male Folsom. 

Eugene Folsom’s grand uncle, 
Captain Joseph Folsom, brought a 
regiment of soldiers from Mew 
England to California in 1848. One 
year later, gold was discovered it: 
this state and in no time at all, 
Capt. Folsom found himself with- 
out his army—they all hit out for 
the mines. He stayed in San Fran- 
cisco and it is interesting to learn 
that Folsom street in that city is 
named for him as well as the town 
‘of Folsom. The prison just outside 
the town was given a name which |! 
no one could proneunce and it 
gradually came to be called Fol- | 
som also. 

Eugene’s grandfather, Nathan 
Folsom was a Presbyterian minis- | 
ter. After his retirement from the 
ninistry, he traveled over all the | 
states in the interest of his church, 
taking his wife and two sons with | 
him. On one of his trips he and} 
his farnily visited president Cleve- 
land at the White House. The pres- | 
ident was married to Frances Fol- | 
som. 

In time, the Folsom family set- 
tled in Illinois. One of the sons, 
Nathan II, married Catherine 
Lockwood, a member of a New 
York family. A daughter who died 
in infancy and two sons, Frank and 
Eugene were born to this couple. 

At the time of the birth of the 
first child, Nathan Folsom II, op- 
ened a hotel in Chicago and he 
sent his young wife to her parent’s 
farm, some 100 miles from Chicago 
to be with them until the hotel 
was ready for occupancy. Then the 
great Chicago fire of 1871 came 
and the hotel went with the rest 
of the city. 

After the fire, Nathan 
went into business as a 
contractor in Chicago. 

Frank was graduated from high 
school and college and was a cap- 
tain of police in Chicago for 37 
years. He died several years ago. 
Eugene went through high school 
and was ready to enter college, 
when his father died and the boy | 
had to earn his own living. His 
mother died in 1918. 

Eugene Folsom married Cather- 
ine Nelson. Her father, Peter Nel-9 
son was of Danish descent and her 
mother, who was 16 years old at 
the time of her marriage, was an |

| Irish girl. Both Eugene’s father 
and Catherine’s, fought on the 
northern side in the Civil War. 
Catherine’s father was one of the 
few survivors of the ill-fated ship 
Congress. 

Three children were born to this 
couple, two daughters, who died in 
infancy, and a son, Frank, who 
lives at present, with his parents 
at their home on San _ Antonio 
street. 

In 1904 the Folsoms came _ to 
California. Eugene was in poor 
health and hoped the climate of 
this state would benefit him. He 
bought a farm at Los Gatos. After 
some years they sold this property 
and returned to the east. During 
World War I, Eugene Folsom work- 
ed for the government as building 
inspector, his territory reaching 
from the Mason and Dixon line 
to Florida. Mrs. Folsom _ traveled 
with him on this job. After the 
war, they lived in Chicago for 
several years and later returned to 
California, where Eugene went into 
the contracting business in Los 
Gatos. He was also in the same 
business in San Francisco for a 
time. They lived for a few years in 
Redwood City and 16 years ago, 
moved to Menlo Park where they 
built a house on Rose avenue. 

Recently Mr. Folsom resigned 
after having served seven months 
as building inspector for the city 
of Menlo Park. 

He loves politics and candidly 
admits political affairs are his hob- 
by. While he lived in Redwood Ci- 
ty, he formed an improvement 
club and took into its ranks, the 
members of two defunct improve- 
ment clubs, with the result that the 
combined three clubs had a mem- 
bership of 1,200 members. 

His garden gives him much plea- 
sure, with its bridges fish pond, 
summer houses, wishing well and 
barbecue pit. Then, there is Jack, 
the bull terrior who adores his 
master and mistress, but who can 
be mighty uncivil to strangers.

| The Menlo Park Elementary 
|School District in general extends 
|from Atherton Avenue to San 
Francisquito Creek between Orange 
land Vine avenues and Middlefield 
{road and also includes that section 
of Atherton between Marsh and 
| Ringwood roads. It contains about 
15 percent of the assessed valuation 
|of San Mateo County and 15% per- 
cent of that of the Sequoia Union 
High School District. The school 
district contains all of the City of 
Menlo Park, which accounts for 
4215 percent of the assessed valu- 
ation, more than half of Atherton, 
which accounts for 46% percent, 
and unincorporated territory com- 
posing the remaining 11 percent. 
The school district’s assessed valu- 
ation this year is $6,761,000, in in- 
crease of % percent over last year, 
and a gain of 14 per cent in 5 
years. 


This year’s tax rate is 45.21 cents 


per $100 of assessed valuation, rep- Manion Park to. im 


resenting a little under 11 cents of 
each dollar of property taxes col- 
lected inside the City of Menlo 
Park. Last year the rate was 37 
cents, the year before 41 cents, and 
5 years ago 40 cents. 


There are 10 elementary school 
districts in the county wholly con- 
taining incorporated cities. The 
highest rate of any of these school 
districts is that of San Carlos of 
$1.57. The average for the group, 
excluding Menlo Park, is 91 cents. 
The lowest, again excluding Menlo 
Park, is San Mateo with 60 cents. 
These rates do not include bonds, 
of which Menlo Park, along with 
Hillsborough and San Bruno, has 
none. In other school districts the 
bond rates in addition varied be- 
tween 31% cents in Belmont and 24 
cents in San Carlos. Neighboring 
Ravenswood School District this 
year has a $2.00 rate plus 19 cents 
for bonds. Thus Menlo Park’s 
district operating tax rate is only 
29 percent of that of San Carlos, 
less than half of the average for 
the other San Mateo Couny cities,
